Late last Wednesday, 
Principal Marian Reimer 
Friesen discovered a small 
amount of lead was found 
in the water at Crossroads. 

On Thursday evening, 
parents found a letter in 
their children's backpacks, 
letting them know that 
although there is a “slight 
elevation of lead” in the 
school’s water, there is no 
cause for concern, says 
Friesen. 

As part of the school’s 
routine health and safety 
practices, staff at the District 
School Board of Niagara 
(DSBN) have conducted 
sampling of Crossroads’

Ministry ot the 

Environment’s (MOE) regu¬ 
lation and the Provincial 
Lead Action Plan. 

Friesen says Public Health 
determines whether or not a 
certain amount of lead in 
found in water is a cause for 
concern before taking 
action. 

“On a scale from one to 30, 
Crossroads was about a 12 or 
13. The normal number is 
about a 10 and if it was at 30, 


then Public Health would be 
more concerned. It was a 
slight elevation and even 
though there isn’t a cause for 
concern we are being cau¬ 
tious and we are taking extra 
steps to be safe." 

Friesen says the “odd 
results” from the school’s 
water samples “were enough 
to cause a bit of a question 

The recommended course 
of action according to Public 
Health and the MOE is to 
continue testing the water 


systems until the small 
source of lead can be identi¬ 
fied. 

The brand new building 
was built to specifications 
with copper piping and lead 
free solder and a blue bmte 
pvc plastic water main was 
run to Line 2 Road to con¬ 
nect with the town’s water 
main so the lead found in 
the school's water is "a bit of 
a mystery," Friesen says. 

Until the source of it is 
found, bottled water has 
been provided to students 


and staff, says Friesen. 

She adds the school also 
has two water bottle filling 
stations which have lead fil¬ 
ters on them and they con¬ 
tinue to be safe for student 
consumption. 

These measures are pro¬ 
active ones which “go above 
and beyond what is set out 
by Public Health and the 
MOE, Friesen says. 

“We would rather be over¬ 
cautious than look back later 
and say we should have 
done things differently.”

Ailene Fournier, environ¬ 
mental service coordinator 
for the DSBN, says the school 
board follows a sampling 
protocol-lead testing which 
is done once a year in all of 
the schools from May to 
October. 

“We’re following stan¬ 
dards set out by the public 
health department and the 
MOE.” 

She says all of the testing, 
with the exception of last 
week’s results, have been 
normal. 

"Right now we are trying 
to find the source of the 
problem and testing will 
continue throughout the 

When the testing is being 
done, two samples are taken 

— a standing sample and a 
flushed sample, says 
Fournier. 


A second set of samples 
were taken again last Friday 
from the school valve closet 
to the municipal water meter 
and the school’s slop sink. 
The samples taken closet to 
the municipal water meter 
showed the highest concen¬ 
tration of lead in the water 
and previous samples taken 
from the slop sink and other 
rooms in the school further 
from the municipal water 
meter show a lower concen¬ 
tration of lead. 

“These results have been 
communicated to the MOE. 
Ministry officials indicate 
they are pleased with the 
course of action we are pur¬ 
suing and they encourage us 
to continue sampling in 
order to pinpoint the source 
of the issue.” 

Fournier says the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake will 
allow the DSBN to have 
access to a sampling point 
prior to the municipal water 
meter and samples will be 
taken from this access point 
today and she says she hopes 
the results will be available 
for the following day. 

Ewald Kuczera, director of 
public works, says the Town 
has “no direct involvement" 
with Crossroads but staff will 
offer to work with both the 
school and the board to pro¬ 
vide any assistance.

“Our staff can make sug¬ 
gestions where the problems 
might be and help Crossroads 
and the board to trouble¬ 
shoot. “ 

The director of public 
works says the school is 
responsible for testing water 
on its own site, and the Town 
performs its own testing on 
its property. 

“The Town performs week¬ 
ly chlorine and micro bacte¬ 
ria tests which looks for 
things such as E. Coli and 
lead testing is done every 
three years,” says Kuczera. 

He adds the lead found in 
Crossroads’ water could be 
from anvthine. but the “likelv 


scenerio is the problem is 
on their site. It could be from 
brass fittings —the pieces 
connected to the pipes may 
be giving off lead.” 

Even though the school 
receives water from the 
Town, Kuczera says test 
results for the Town’s water 
have been normal and resi¬ 
dents should not be 
alarmed. 

Jamie King says he found 
out about the elevated 
amount of lead in the school’s 
water when he opened his 
child’s backpack and found a 
letter from die school. 

“While I’m naturally con¬ 
cerned, I have absolute con¬ 
fidence the DSBN and the 
principal are handling this 
issue resnonsiblv.”

Honour veterans 
and preserve history 


Remembrance Day is an 
important public holiday 
that all Canadians should 
experience. 

Many can remember 
either an ancestor who 
fought during the First or 
Second World War or per¬ 
haps even a friend or close 
relative who has recently 
fought overseas. 

The ceremonies and 
events can be very moving 
especially during themoment 
of silence when you think 
about the brave men and 
women who have sacrificed 
so much on our behalf. 

The centennial of the First 
World War is in 2014 and 
with the Town's rich military 
history the museum is pre¬ 
paring in many ways. 

We are working on a small 
publication, have digitized 
the entire WWI collection, 
are mounting an exhibition, 
and developing public pro- 

Our WWI story begins in 
the spring of 1915 when 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
became a military training 
base until the end of the war 
in 1919. 

Thousands of soldiers, 
including some 22,000 of 
Polish descent, trained at 
Camp Niagara, located on 
the commons in Old Town. 

Soldiers interacted daily 
with the community and 
although relations were not 
always amicable, the Town 
donated an ambulance to 
the Red Cross and the 
Women’s Institute prepared 
gift boxes to be shipped over- 

Niagara has a number of 
local veterans to be remem¬ 
bered such as the names 
found on our cenotaph: 
Joseph H. and Tom H. 
Houghton, William P. Currie, 



Walter Nisbet, Gordon B. 
Ryan, Edwin Shepherd, 
Reginald Thomas, Charles T. 
Thompson, Herbert 
Longhurst, or Robert F. Best. 

Unfortunately, I cannot 
tell you all of their stories but 
I will mention one. 

Joseph Herbert Houghton 
was among the first to volun¬ 
teer in August 1914. 

He was with the army for 
just over four years and, like 
many, he did not make it 
through unscathed. 

He was wounded twice, 
was burned by mustard gas 
and suffered from septic poi¬ 
soning. 

Fortunately, Houghton 
recovered from his many set¬ 
backs and by November 1918 
he was on the Victorious 
march into Germany. 
Houghton was awarded the 
Military Medal for his efforts 
and was discharged in April 
of 1919. 

This Remembrance Day, 
if you do not have someone 
special to remember, please 
take a moment to remember 
these local heroes. 

If you get a chance this 
weekend come in to the 
Museum and see our Camp 
Niagara teaser exhibition.

As an example, he says, 
he has seen some photos in 
a book about Virgil, and one 
in particular that he likes is 
of four boys by the pumps in 
the village’s first gas station— 
but he has no idea 
who the photo 
belonged to or 


how to find the original. 
Someone must have the 
original, he says. 

“I’m sure there are pho¬ 
tos out there. We’ve been 
asking, trying to chase them 
down, but so far haven’t 
come up with anything, and 
there is nothing in the muse¬ 
um archives that tells that 
kind of story. We really hope 
to have all communities rep¬ 
resented.” 

He hopes to do it without 
paying for photographs— 
there are some that have 
been offered with a price tag 
attached, but since all the 
work is volunteer, he is hesi¬ 
tating about using the funds 
for the mural to purchase the 
right to use a picture. 

He hopes the mural will 
provide the 'wow factor’ to 
all who enter the cafd at the 
community centre, as well as 
telling the story of the last 
200 years of history in 
NOTL.

Niagara-on-the-Lake Wastewater Servicing 
Environmental Assessment 

Niagara Region is currently carrying out 
Harmonized Federal / Provincial Class 
Environmental Assessment (EA) to investigate 
future wastewater servicing alternatives for the 
Niagara Urban Service Area (NUSA/NOTL Old 
Town) and the community of Virgil. The objective 
of this study is to: 

• provide increased servicing capacity to 
accommodate future growth proposed for 
the two communities 

• address wastewater flows that occur 
during wet weather events 

• address operating issues at the existing 
WWTP 


The ongoing EA has short listed two potential 
sites for a new WWTP. One option is to stay 
on the existing site owned by the Region of 
Niagara; the other is to relocate approximately 
1 km to the west on property owned by Parks Canada. In either case the existing lagoon system would be replaced 
by a mechanical plant. Due to the fact that one of the potential sites is federally owned we have entered into a 
Memorandum of Understanding with Parks Canada and expanded the scope of our study so that it meets the 
requirements of a Federal Environmental screening under CEAA(Canadian Environmental Assessment Act). This 
means that additional consultation with Federal Agencies will be required, as well as an evaluation of the Cumulative 
Effects of the undertaking. The two short listed sites are shown in the figure below. 

The first Public Information Centre (PIC #1) for this project was held on June 10 and 11,2009 and presented 
background information detailing the proposed decision making approach, and the long-list of alternative servicing 
solutions.The second Public Information Centre (PIC #2) was held on November 30,2010, and provided additional 
background information, on a short-list of alternative solutions and the screening procedures that were used to 
identify them. Also presented were the proposed detailed evaluation criteria that would be used to evaluate the short 
list of alternative solutions to select the preferred solution. 

Additional Natural Environment Investigations and Cultural Heritage Assessments for the two short listed sites have 
been completed. A Stage 2 Archaeological Investigation for the site to the west of the existing plant (Parks Canada 
property) has also been completed. 

The selection of the Preferred Solution will be presented at a final Public Information Centre (PIC #3). Although we 
had earlier anticipated that PIC #3 would be held in the fall of 2011, additional studies are required and it is now 
anticipated that PIC #3 will not be held until early next year.

Despite distance, Lord 
Mayor David Ekes says he 
has learned the Town of 
Niagara-On-the-Lake is not 
so different from another 
community in China.

officials offered to cover the 
costs of the trip, says Eke. 

Slipping away on a non¬ 
stop, fourteen hour flight to 
China, Galloway and Eke 
were ready to tour Fengjing 

Their Chinese hosts 
showed Eke and Galloway 
different government build¬ 
ings, showed them videos 
and taught them about their 
culture, the way they do 
business. 

"In China, everything is 
clean and very modern look¬ 



ing. I'm hoping to bring 
some of their infostructure 
design and incorporate some 
of that into NOTL.” 

After their tour, Eke and 
Galloway signed an agree¬ 
ment which states the Town 
of NOTL and Fengjing Town 
will work together to teach 
each other new approaches 
to business and tourism. 

The agreement that was 
signed between both com¬ 
munities was approved by 
NOTL council on Aug. 29 
prior to the trip. 

It was important for coun¬ 
cil to agree, says Eke, because 
it is an important agreement 
which could open new doors 
for NOTL and its counter¬ 
part in China. 

The agreement will allow 
NOTL to teach Fengjing 
Town about ways to help 
them grow their own tour¬ 
ism in their community, says 
Eke. 

At the same time, Eke has

It started as a dream to

six months at a time and 
then they return home and 
they might do another tour 
of duty, Eikelenboom said. 

Soldiers who fought in the 
First and Second World Wars 
shipped overseas and 


they didn't leave "until the 
job was done.” 

He said soldiers make a 
sacrifice which means time 
spent living away from fami¬ 
ly to fight to keep Canadians’ 
rights and freedoms. 

Eikelenboom explained to 
the children why it's impor¬ 


tant for him to be serving in 
Afghanistan— sometimes 
people who live in certain 
countries don’t have the 
same rights and freedoms as 
Canadians, Eikelenboom 
said. 

“We’re there to eliminate 
the threat, but we’re also 
there for peace talks, negoti¬ 
ations and to stop the Taliban 
from hurting Afghanistan's 
citizens." 

Eikelenboom said 
Canadian, British and 
American soldiers helped 
Afghanistan people to set up 
their own police force and 
trained them to keep the 
peace, and to protect their 
own citizens. 

“They had a police force, 
but when we got there, there

When he will be standing 
in the middle of Queen 
Street, Nick Marino will be 
proudly saluting fellow vet¬ 
erans during Friday’s 
Remembrance Day ceremo¬ 
ny. 

The former Navy soldier 
served in the Second World 


War and he has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 124 for the 
last 65 years. 

Joining the Navy when he 
was just 17 years-old, Marino 
says he joined the service 
because he wanted to serve 
his country—he also wanted 
to be a sailor instead of a 
soldier in the field. 

"I wanted to join the navy 
because I didn’t want to be 
drafted into the military 
when I turned 18.1 beat the 
gun by six months." 

Having joined the service 
in early 1944, Marino is one 
of the younger veterans from 
the Second World War 

Marino says he didn’t 
have any close relatives who 


joined the service, but it was 
something he felt he needed 

And when he signed on 
to serve his country, Marino 
says he wasn’t nervous when 
he was shipped out —he 
never looked back after his 
first day. 

“I was with different peo¬ 
ple, but I didn’t have any 
problems. The first I joined I 
was sent to Hamilton and 
from there I was shipped to 
Windsor. There were a few 
lads from NOTL that I 
knew.” 

After spending six weeks 
in Windsor, Marino went to 
Cornwallis for three months 
and he was shipped to a 
naval base in British

Columbia. 

For the rest of his service, 
Marino worked as a stoker in 
his ship’s engine work and 
operated the boilers. 

Marino was discharged 


in February of 1948 and he 
joined the legion in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake in April of that 
same year. 

He served various roles in 
the legion which includes 
acting as the legion’s presi¬ 
dent, and a member and 
president of the poppy com- 

Marino says he became a 
part of the legion because he 
felt it was important for his 
fellow soldiers to be remem¬ 
bered. 

"I think the veterans who 
served our country to give us 
freedom is important. We 
have freedom because of 
them and that's why we 
should remember the vets.” 

At one time, Marino says 


he used to go into schools in 
NOTL and talk to the kids 
about his what he did in the 
service 

He says he thinks chil¬ 
dren realize the importance 
of Remembrance Day, but it 
is always important to con- 

sage about the meaning of 
Nov. 11.

The group operates 
under the umbrella of the 
Niagara Warehouse of Hope 
and it was formed in 2004 
by Ted Vander Zalm with 
the help of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Rotary and Rotary 
International. 

The organizations drills 
forfreshwaterin Guatemala 
but it also covers other 
important needs including 
developing educational 
programs for children, and 
creating awareness and giv¬ 
ing those in need access to 
health care. 


The backpack program 
is just one of the many 
things the organization 
does and the Doerwalds 
understand what the back 
packs mean to the people 
who receive them. 

The couple says they 
were refugees in Europe 
during the Second World 
War and they received back 

“They were extremely 
helpful for refugees in the 
Second World War,” says 
Gunnar. 

“Refugees left their 
houses with only what they 
were wearing and were 
maybe carrying a bag. They 
never looked back.” 


Gertrude says when she 
and Gunnar received much- 
needed help during that 
time, they hoped they could 
do something in the future 
to help other people. 

“We were very grateful 
because at that time we had 
lost everything.” 

After the war, the 
Doerwalds made their way 
to Uruguay and married in 
1958 —the same year they 
immigrated to Canada and 
settled in Virgil. 

When Gunnar made his 
trip in 2004 to Guatemla 
with Wells of Hope, the 
Doerwalds knew how they 
wanted to help other peo¬ 
ple. 


Volunteering in 
Guatemala, Gunnar spoke 
Spanish and translated con¬ 
versations so patients could 
understand their doctors, 
and dentists. 

When he came back, 
Gunnar and his wife began 
collecting back packs when 
they heard about the back¬ 
pack program — they asked 
their fellow parishners at 
the Niagara United 
Menonite Church on 
Niagara Stone Road. 

“It sort of developed and 
started with the Catholic 
schools. Our church was 
included in that,” says 
Gertrude. 

In the beginning it used 


to be shoe boxes, and then 
pails, and then backpacks, 
says Gertrude. 

With donations from the 
Christian Benefit Thrifit 
Shop in St. Catharines on 
the comer of Facer and 
Grantham Street donates 
items and a number of pri¬ 
vate people in the church 
make hats, scarves, the 
Doerwalds were able to 
pack almost 200 backpacks. 

Scott Maxwell, chair of 
Wells of Hope says he is 
thrilled to have the 
Doerwalds help because 
their contribution is “amaz- 

Thanking them for their 
year-round efforts, Maxwell 


says he is “blown away by 
their efforts.” 

“What the Wells of Hope 
does with the backpacks 
are done over a three-week 
period. What they do is for 
a whole year.” 

Within the next month 
the backpacks will be 
shipped in a container. This 
is something which is done 
all over the Niagara region, 
from Port Colbome, NOTL, 
to Beamsville, says 
Maxwell. 

“The programs led by 
Wells of Hope has expand¬ 
ed into medical, agriculture, 
dental —there is a lot more 
besides water which are 
also essential.”
